2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because the 
error which is relied upon to support the reissue application is not an error upon which a 
reissue can be based. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

The reissue declaration states that at least one error upon which reissue is based 
is that the feature of "variable tilting" does not reference guiding loops on the ladder 
cord as found in original claims 1-23 but rather the guiding function of the loops on the 
ladder cord is incorporated in the engaging collar of new claims 24-34. However, there 
is no support in the specification as originally filed for the guiding function of the loops 
on the ladder cord being incorporated in the engaging collar. Furthermore, it is the 
presence per se of the loops 21 of which engagement of the beads 23 with the collars 
25 due to upward movement of the auxiliary tilt cords 14,15 make contact therewith by 
the collars 25 which provides the "variable tilting" feature. 

Claims 1-34 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 24-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. These claims contain subject matter 
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which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

There is no support in the specification as originally filed for the guiding function 
of the loops on the ladder cord being incorporated in the engaging collar.
